Such is clearly 'the correct 
interpretation of the fable of Prometheus, 
which is a symbolical portraiture of that dis- 
astrous epoch, when man first applied fire to 
cuUiiaty purposes, and thereby surrendered 
hisliver to the vulture of disease. From that' 
pmod .the stature of mankind has been in a 
state of gradual ditaiimition, tad I bate not

the least doubt thftt it will continue to groit 
small by digrui mnd lamentably le$9^ till the 
whole race will vaniah imperceptibly from the 
face of the eailh.^ 

^^ I eannot agree,^ said Mr. Foateri << m 
the consequences being so very disastrous. I 
adaiit, that in scnne respects the use of adimal 
food retards, though it cannot material^ inhi« 
bit, the perfectibility of the species. But 
the uie of fire was indiai^ensably necessary, as 
Aschylus and Virgil expressly assert, to give 
being to the various arts of life, which, in 
their rajnd and intemiiiiable propess, will 
finally conduct every individual of the race to 
the philosophic pinntele of pure and perfect 
felicity.^ 

^^ In the controversy opi^cpniipg' animal and 
vegetable ibod,^ spid Mr. Jenkison, ^^ there is 
mudh to be sud on both sides ; and the ques* 
tion being in equipoise, I opntent mysdf with 
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a mixed diet, and make a point of eating 
whatever is placed Wore me, provided it be 
good in itf kind.^ 

In this opinion his two brother philoso- 
phers procdcally coinadadi Aoug^ they both

but it would soon discover the practical error 
of its retrograde experiment by its lamentable 
inferiority in strength and beauty to all the 
auriculas around it« I am afraid, in some 
instances at least, this analogy holds true 
with respect to mind. No one will make a 
comparison, in point of mental power, be-^ 
tween the Hindoos and the ancient Greeks.^ 

^< The anatomy of the human stomach,** 
tedd Mr. Escot, ^< and the formation of the 
teeth, clearly place man in the 'class of frugi* 
vorous animals.**^ 

" Many anatomists,'' said Mr. Foster, 
^^ are of a different opinion, and agree in 
discerning the characteristics of the carnivo- 
rous classes*'* . 
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<^ I am no anatamii^^ said Mr. Jenkison^ 
<* and cannot dead* where doctors disagree : 
in the mean time I conclude that man is om< 
nivorousi and on. that conclusion I act.^ 

<^ Your conclusion is truly orthodox,^ said 
the Beverend Doctor Caster: <^ indeed, the 
loaves and fishes aie typical of a mixed diet; 
and the practice of the Church in all ageK 
shows ^ 

*^ That it never loses sight c^ the loaves 
and fishes,^ said Mr. Escot.

Hence one has defined him to be 9^Jm(herle8$ 
hiped^ a definition which is equally appficaUe 
to an unfledged fowl : another, to be oti can* 
mai wJmkJbrms apinkms, thau. which ilCK 
thing can be more inaccurate, for a very smaO 
number of the species form opinions, anft Uie 
remainder take them upon trust, without in* 
vestigation or inquiry, 

^^ We cannot define man to be a reasoninf 
animal, for we do not dispute that ideots are 
men ; to say nothing of that very numerom^ 
description of persons, who consider themsehres 
reasoning animalsj and are so denominated by 
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the ironical oointesy of the worlds who hdbour, 
n^ertheless, 'undar a yery. gross deluskm, in 
that esaential particular. 

** It appears to me, that man may be cor« 
reotly defined an animal, which without any. 
peculiar or distinguishing faculty of its own^ 
is, as it were, a bundle or compound of tha 
feculdea of other animals^ by a distinct enu- 
meration of which, any individual of the spe- 
cies may be satisfactorily described. This is 
raanifiest, evea in the ordinary language «of 
conTersation, when, in summing up, for ex- 
ample, the qiudities of an accomplished cdur** 
tier, we say he has the vamty of a peacock, 
the cunning c^ a fox, the treachery of an hy*» 
sroa, the oold-heartedness of a cat, and the 
sarvihty of a jackall. That tins is perfectly,

In pro- 
portion as any particular &culty (ht propenaty 
acquires paramount activity in any individual, 
these organs develope themselves, and thdr 
developemeat becomes ext^naUy obvious by 
correi^nding lumps and bumps, exuberances 
and protuberances, on the osseous compages. 
c^ the occiput and anc^put In all animals 
but man, the same organ is equdly developed 
in every individual of the species: for instance, 
that of migration in the swallow— that of de- 
struction in the tiger-<-that of ardiitecture in 
the beaver — ^and that of parental affection in . 
the bear. The human brain, however, o(m« 
sists, as I have said, of a* bundle or compound 
of all the . &culties of all other animals, and 
from the greater developement of (me or mou»\ 
of these, in the infinite varieties of combinsi- • 
tian, result all the peculiarities of individual 
character. 
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** Here is the skull of a beaver ; and that 
of Sir Christopher Wren. You observe, in 
both these specimens, the prodigious develope- 
ment of the organ of constructiveness. 

<^ Here is the dcull of a buMnch; and 
that of an eminent fiddler. You may compare 
the organ of mueic. 

** Here is the skull of a tiger. You ob- 
serve the organ of carnage. Here is the skull 
of a fox. You observe the organ of plunder. 
Here is the skull of a peacock. You observe 
the organ of vanity.^ Here is the skuU of an 
illustrious robber, who, after a long and tri- 
umphant process of depredation and murder, 
was suddenly checked in his career by means 
of a certain quality inherent in preparations of 
hemp, which, for the sake of perspicuity, I 
shall call sttspensiveness. Here is the skull 
of a conqueror, who, after over-running seve- 
ral kingdoms^ burning a number of dties, and 
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causing the desdis of two or three miffiofis of 
men, ivomen, and diildren, was oitombeS 
with all the pageantry of public, lamentatioii^' 
and figured as the hero of several tbouJBaiid 
odes and a round dozen «f epics ; while th^ 
poor highwayman was twice executed,

You observe, in both these skulls, the com- 
bined developement of the organs of carnage, 
plunder, and vanity, which I have just point- 
ed out in the tiger, the fox, and the peacock. 
The greater enlargement of the organ of va- 
nity in the h«t), is the only criterion by which 
I can distinguish them from each other. Born 
with the same faculties, and the same propen- 
fflties, these two men were formed by nature 
to run the sahie career : the different combi- 
nations of external circumstances decided the 
difference of their destinies. 



^ Here is the dcuH of i^ Ne^oundlaiid dog. 
You observe the organ of baneyolence,. add 
that of atfaahment Here is a human skul], 
ia wloeh you may observe a very striking, ne-* 
gf^on of both these oi^gans ; and an equaUy 
striking developement of thdse of destiruetion» 
cunnii^, avarice^ and self-love. This was one 
of the most illustorions statesmen that ever 
flourialied in the page of history. 

<^ Here is the skull, of a turnspit, which, 
after a wretched life of dirty Uforlc, was turn* 
ed out of doors todie on a dunghill. I have 
been induced to preserve it, in consequence of 
its remarkable similarity to this, which be* 
longed to a courtly poet, who, having growni 
grey in flattering the great, was cast oflp.ia 
the same manner, to perish by the same ca- 
tastrophe.^ 

Jfier these and aeoeraJ other iOuatratums, 
.iimng tohkih the ekvUe were handed round 
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Jbr ihe impectkni qfihe ampanffj Mr. €ra^ 
mum proceeded ihu8 :

that no man can hope for woiklfy. honour or 
advancement, who is not placed in such a re- 
lation to external circumstances, as may be 
consentaneous to his peculiar cerebral organs;

tensive a collection as possible <if. the d^ulls of 
animals, and^ before determining on the dioice 
of a professdonj to compare with ihe utmost 
nicety thdr bumps and protubenmoes with 
those of the skull of his son. If the deve- 
lopement of the organ of destruction point 
out a similarity between the youth and the 
tiger, let him be brought t6 scMne profes-

;4stances), in which he may be fumidied with 
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a license to kill: as^ without such license, the 
indulgence of his natural propenaty may lead 
to the untimely rescission of his vital thread, 
• with edge of penny .cord and vile reproach.* 
If he trace an analogy with the jackdl, let 
ail possible influence be used to procure him a 
place jit court, where he will infallibly thrive. 
If his skull bear a marked resemblance to 
(hat of a magpie, it cannot be doubted that 
he will prove an admirable lawyer; and if 
with this advantageous conformation be com- 
bined any similitude to that of an owl, very 
confident hopes may be formed of his becom- 
ing a judge."
